Gangs ‘arrogant’ - claim

THE close friend of murder victim 
Paul Foster has said the latest 
shooting in the town is a sign of the 
‘arrogance’ of gangs. 

Glenroy Campbell, 47, who knew 
Paul Foster for over 20 years, said it 
also showed the need for the author¬ 
ities to work closer with people 
directly involved in youth work. 

Mr Campbell’s comments come 
ahead of the today’s peace rally in 
Luton during which community 
leaders say they want to send out the 
message that ‘enough is enough’. 

On Wednesday a man was shot in 
the leg in what Bedfordshire Police 


called a ‘targeted’ attack. It’s the 
latest in a series of gun related inci¬ 
dents in Luton this year. 

The murder trial of Delaney Brown 
also began this week and a court 
heard how the 19-year-old victim 
and the defendant, Kyle Beckford, 
had been members of rival gangs 
who were fighting in the months 
leading up his death. See page 2. 

Mr Campbell said Paul Foster had 
been a ‘strong believer’ who spent 
the Sunday before his death reaf¬ 
firming his faith in God. 

He was shot on April 10 and died in 
the early hours of the following 
morning, leaving a wife and three 
children. Police are still hunting for 
his killer. They believe his shooting 


was linked to a criminal feud. 

Mr Campbell said: “Me and Paul 
used to talk to guys from the streets 
about our faith and he was doing 
quite well. It’s not easy because 
sometimes you get weak. 

“The Thursday before he died he 
came to a bible study group and on 
the Sunday he came to church to re¬ 
dedicate his life to Jesus Christ and a 
few days later he was taken away. He 
was a strong believer. 

“Paul was shot at my brother’s 
house. He had been there on a visit 
and he was saying goodbye to every¬ 
one as he left. Then he was shot 
when he got to the door. 

“His wife has asked me to say 
something at the funeral. She is 


numb but I try to comfort her and 
give her hope by saying that he has 
gone to a better place. She is coping.” 

Mr Campbell, who is a former gang 
member himself, said reaching out 
to individuals involved in gangs was 
a difficult task and was sometimes 
made harder if the people doing the 
outreach had difficulty relating. 

He said: “As a former gang member 
myself I know how they operate. 
They know the system and know 
that without evidence they can’t be 
caught. 

“They are out there stretching the 
law to the limit with their arrogance 
because they think they are 
untouchable. 

“I run a group called G.A.N.G 


(God’s Anointed New Generation) 
and the people in my group are ex¬ 
criminals and all sorts of people. 

“In the community you will have 
social workers working with the 
youth who may have gone to school 
to get their degree. But they can’t 
reach them because they have not 
done what these people have done. 

“There are some people even I 
cannot reach because I have not 
done what they have done. 

“I believe the word of God has 
changed me and I believe it can help 
to change some of the guys on the 
street as well. 

“I hope Paul’s death can be a way of 
bringing people together. He was a 
strong man of faith.”

Car used ‘as weapon’ 
to murder teenager

A TEENAGE gang member died 
from a broken neck when a 
member of a rival gang deliber¬ 
ately drove a stolen car into him 
as he rode a bike, it was claimed 
in Luton Crown Court. 

Delaney Brown, who was 19, 
was sent hurtling into a brick 
gate post causing it to “wobble.” 

Home Office pathologist Dr Nat 
Cary told a court that the impact 
with the post caused crush inju¬ 
ries to the teenager’s heart. 

But the impact also caused 
Delaney’s head to move so “vio¬ 
lently” his neck was broken and 
he died on the pavement. 

Delaney had been cycling along 
the pavement on “an ordinary 
suburban road” in Luton when 
the stolen silver BMW mounted 
the kerb and drove into him at 
speed from behind. 

The jury sitting at Luton Crown 
Court heard the car sped from 
the scene and wasn’t recovered 
by police until the following day. 

The man alleged to have car¬ 
ried out the killing by using the 
BMW as a “weapon” was 
Delaney’s one-time school 
friend, Kyle Beckford. 

Mr Beckford pleads not guilty 
to the murder of Delaney Brown 
on Wednesday, September 5 last 
year in Vincent Road, Luton.

The jury heard how they met 
while pupils at Denbigh High 
School and became friends but, 
as they got older, the pair found 
their way into rival gangs. 

Delaney Brown was a member 
of the ‘Lewsey Farm Gang’ some¬ 
times known as ‘The Trap Gang.’ 

Kyle Beckford, now 22, of 
Waleys Close, Marsh Farm, 


Luton, was said in court to have 
been a member of the ‘Marsh 
Farm Gang.’ 

At the start of the trial, Stuart 
Trimmer QC, prosecuting, told 
the court: “In the areas of Luton 
denoted by the post codes LU3 
and LU4 there are at least two 
gangs of youths that are signifi¬ 
cant in these events. 

“The murdered youth was a 
member of the Lewsey Farm 
Gang and the defendant is a 
member of the Marsh Farm 
Gang. Putting it very shortly 
there is substantial hostility 
between these gangs.” 

Mr Trimmer said in the weeks 
and months leading up to 
Delaney’s death there were a 
number of “violent incidents 
between these groups.” 

The deceased lived with his 
grandmother Doreen Taylor in 
Luton and, some months before, 
members of the Marsh Farm 
Boys had attacked the home, 
smashing the kitchen window. 

Mr Trimmer said on another 
occasion when there were hos¬ 
tilities between the two gangs, 
machetes were drawn and the 
police were involved. 

At one point, said the prosecu¬ 
tor, a meeting was held in a 
McDonalds restaurant involving 
members of both gangs and their 
parents to calm the situation. 

The case continues. 


Man in daylight shooting ‘targeted’ say police 


POLICE are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to another crime involv¬ 
ing a firearm, after a man was 
shot in the leg. 

The 33-year-old was targeted by 
two men on a motorcycle on 
Tudor Road, Luton, at around 
4pm on Wednesday. 

He was taken to hospital and 
police have conducted house to 
house enquiries, with scene of 
crime officers undertaking a 
forensic examination of the area. 

Investigating officer, Detective 
Sergeant Martin Eaton, has 
issued a witness appeal. 


He said: “Violent offences and 
the use of illegal firearms will not 
be tolerated within our county 
and detectives are now piecing 
together the background to this 
incident and the reason why this 
man was targeted. 

“We believe the offenders were 
seen in the area at around mid¬ 
day on Wednesday and returned 
shortly before the shooting took 
place. 

“We would urge anyone who 
saw the men on the motorcycle 
and can help identify those 
responsible for this incident to 


come forward and speak with 
officers, in confidence.” 

The men are described as black 
and riding a dark blue motorcy¬ 
cle, possibly replica Yamaha Rl, 
and wore blue helmets, dark tops 
and light-coloured bottoms.

Halal meat withdrawn 
after concerns raised

HALAL meat has been withdrawn 
from the menus of 18 schools in Luton 
following concerns about how it has 
been certified. 

Luton Borough Council made the 
decision to stop selling the meat on 
Wednesday, April 24, following recent 
questions from the Local Council of 
Mosques and the Sunni Council of 
Mosques. 

Clarification from the certification 
body is now being sought. 

The authority has reassured parents 
that there is no issue relating to the 
source or safety of the meat and poul¬ 
try that has been served previously. 

Schools are now having to offer 
pupils vegetarian meals while the 


review is taking place. 

A parent, who we agreed not to name, 
said that she was concerned by how 
vague the council have been about the 
issue. 

She said: “All we have received is a 
letter from the school which states 
that they have withdrawn halal meat 
and poultry from the school meals 
menu with immediate effect, and that 
the decision has been made pending a 
review of suppliers. 

“That, to me, is very worrying. 

“As Muslims we have a halal diet and 
only took the school meal option as we 
were assured it was halal. 

“Luton Borough Council need to 
come out and tell us what exactly has 
gone wrong and what they are going to 
do about it.” 

A spokesman from Luton Borough 


Council said: “The issue focuses on 
the interpretation of how ‘halal’ meat 
is certified. 

“Following recent questions from 
the Local Council of Mosques and the 
Sunni Council of Mosques, we are 
seeking clarification from the certifi¬ 
cation body. 

“This is not an issue relating to the 
source, safety of the food or whether it 
has been contaminated in any way - 
we have close links with all our suppli¬ 
ers and regular testing occurs. 

“As soon as our enquiries are com¬ 
plete we will be updating our schools. 

“All schools are continuing to serve 
vegetarian options. 

“We supply 18 local schools with 
halal meat. We don’t keep a record of 
how many students regularly eat halal 
meals.”

Faith bus funding 
fight to continue

REPRESENTATIVES from 
Cardinal Newman school are 
due to have a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss their next step, after 
Luton Borough Council voted 
to withdraw funding for faith 
school buses. 

The decision was made at a 
meeting on Monday evening, 
in front of a capacity public 
gallery in the town hall. 

The authority has agreed to 
pay a one-off subsidy of £420k, 
which is to be split between 
the schools affected, with a 
proportion retained to facili¬ 
tate a hardship fund. 


After the verdict was 
announced, jeers and chant¬ 
ing from the gallery drowned 
out attempts to continue the 
meeting, and it was eventual¬ 
ly adjourned for 15 minutes.

Cardinal Newman head¬ 
teacher Jane Crow said: “I am 
disappointed at the decision. 

“The onus has now been put 
back on us with this subsidy - 
it will now be our job to decide 
who should get financial help 
and who shouldn’t. 

“Everyone was impeccably 
behaved until the decision 
was made, and it is a decision 


that will affect a lot of people, 
so it is no surprise the strength 
of feeling was so strong. 

“This will not be the end, 
and we will be discussing the 
way forward.” 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, leader 
of the council, said: “Luton is 
facing a tough financial out¬ 
look and we are being forced 
to make difficult decisions. 

“We have allocated nearly 
half a million pounds as a 
one-off subsidy to help miti¬ 
gate the impacts. 

“We will endeavour to work 
with the school, young peo¬ 
ple, parents and bus operators 
to secure the best possible 
solution.”

bill in jobs scam

TWO students claim they are 
facing bills of up to £15,000 
after being duped into taking 
out mobile phone contracts. 

Raheel Malik, 20, and 
Zeeshan Khan, 19, from 
Priestleys, say they were job 
hunting in the town centre 
last October when a smartly- 
dressed man approached 
them offering work at a call 
centre in Milton Keynes. 

But after getting them to 
sign up to numerous mobile 
contracts he disappeared 
with the paperwork, and bills 
soon started coming through 
the letter box. 

Now they are receiving con¬ 
stant phone calls from bailiffs 
and debt collectors demand¬ 
ing payment. 

Raheel said: “We were in 
town giving out CVs when this 
man approached us. 

“He asked if we were looking 
for jobs and then asked if we 
wanted to work for him. 

“He had a younger guy with 
him who he said worked for 
him so we asked him a few 
questions and it all seemed 
alright. When we signed up 
for the contracts he said he 
would take the phones and 


change the billing details to 
his name but he disappeared.” 

The pair reported the matter 
to the police and it has been 
referred to Action Fraud, the 
UK’s national fraud and inter¬ 
net crime reporting centre. 
The students are also being 
helped by the Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB). 

Jane Jenkins, from Luton 
CAB, said these scams are 
becoming more common. In 
the year to March 2013 the 
organisation received 22,000 


calls nationally from victims 
of scams. But Ms Jenkins says 
the real number is higher as 
some people are too embar¬ 
rassed to admit they have 
been conned. 

She said: “We are running a 
scam awareness month, mak¬ 
ing people aware and telling 
them what they can do to spot 
the signs of a scam. 

“Resist the pressure to make 
a decision straight away and 
walkaway from jobs that want 
money upfront.”

Infant deaths report 
has ‘no quality’, claim

A REPORT which has linked 
infant deaths in Luton to 
marriage between cousins 
has been challenged by a 
councillor. 

Cllr Aslam Khan has ques¬ 
tioned the study on infant 
mortality by Luton council 
which showed that 20 per cent 
of the child deaths between 
April 2009-March 2011 were 
caused by hereditary genetic 
conditions linked to both par¬ 
ents being related. 


The authority is currently 
reviewing infant mortality 
rates and the figures show 
that 98 children died in that 
two-year period. 

The report also mentioned 
maternal smoking, drug use 
and body mass index as fac¬ 
tors in the deaths. 

Cllr Khan said: “For me there 
is no quality in this report. In 
order to compare the deaths 
properly we need to look at 
other determining factors. 

“I’m not saying there is no 
correlation between cousins 
marrying and the deaths but 


we need to look at a bigger 
data set and compare with 
other places where this prac¬ 
tice is also happening.” 

A council spokesman said 
Gerry Taylor, director of pub¬ 
lic health at Luton council and 
co-author of the report was 
unavailable for comment. 

He added: “We are looking at 
genetic conditions in the 
same way as any other health 
risk for infant mortality, such 
as smoking in pregnancy and 
maternal obesity, and making 
sure the right services are 
available.”

Beware back door privatisation 


T HE NHS is safe with 
us. This is the mantra 
from the Tories but I 
for one do not believe 
them. That is not to say that 
the health service does not 
need a overhaul. 

It certainly does and the 
Government should also be 
looking closely at how 
millions, no billions of 
pounds of our money has 
been wasted. 

We have written over the 
past few weeks how plush 
office space was taken up by 
various bits of the health 
service at great cost but was 
not even used. We are still 
paying for some of it. 

This pales into insignifi¬ 
cance when compared to 
waste of money in what was 
known as ‘Connecting for 
Health’. 

This was a computer 
scheme that would link all 
hospitals and NHS sites, first 
proposed in 2004. After 
spending more than £12 bil¬ 
lion, on something that was 
still not working, the new 
Government rightly decided 
to scrap it. They turned it off 
but did not turn it on again. 

That would have paid for a 
few, actually a few hundred, 
more nurses. 


We have Sir David Nichol¬ 
son, chief executive of NHS 
England, who was in charge 
of the health authority that 
included Stafford Hospital 
but refuses to accept respon¬ 
sibility for the hundreds of 
unnecessary deaths that took 
place at the hospital and will 
not resign. 

And my family has personal 
experience of poor treat¬ 
ment, from an overworked, 
underfunded, poorly 
organised hospital. 

So if the Government acts 
on these issues, good for the 
Government. But a lot of 
changes coming to the NHS 
seem to be either for the 
worse, or look like a mecha¬ 
nism for backdoor privatisa¬ 
tion. And they seem to be 
handled badly. 

Lots of smaller GP surgeries 
look set to close as big is 
beautiful for the new health 
centres. This is not good 
news for the sick, frail and 
elderly, who tend to be the 
principal clientele. 

And GPs will be running 
the NHS. As I have written 
before Machiavelli said that 
clever politicians take credit 
for the good news and make 
sure someone else gets the 
blame for the bad news. 


Doctors will have to face a 
rising ageing population with 
less money to spend. 

That sounds not so much 
bad medicine as no 
medicine. 

And hospitals will be 
closing and or merging ser¬ 
vices over the next few years. 

Crucially there will be 
opportunities for private 
firms, or mutuals to get 
involved. There will be 
Government NHS managers, 
of course. There are plenty of 
them now. 

One nurse told me that she 
is not judged on how good 
her nursing skills are but on 
how well she fills in her 
forms. What we are going to 
see is back-door privatisation 
of the NHS. 

We may not even spot it 
until it is too late, especially 
with the limp opposition we 
have at the moment, whose 
main regret will probably be 
that they never thought of it 
first. 

So remember, in a few years 
time, when we all have to 
take out insurance or pay a 
private policy before walking 
into a hospital, that they said 
it was safe in their hands. 

Or we could start asking a 
few questions now.

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EDL boss to carry 
on despite threat

THE leader of the Luton- 
based English Defence 
League (EDL) has admitted 
that he fears for his safety, 
after six men from the West 
Midlands pleaded guilty to 
planning to bomb a rally 
organised by the group. 

However, Tommy Robinson, 
who is also known as Stephen 
Lennon, has vowed that he 
will remain involved with the 
EDL. 

At Woolwich Crown Court on 


Tuesday, Omar Mohammed 
Khan, Mohammed Hasseen, 
Anzal Hussain, Mohammed 
Saud, Zohaib Ahmed and 
Jewel Uddin admitted prepar¬ 
ing an act of terrorism. 

Five of the group took a 
homemade bomb to a rally in 
Dewsbury, West Yorkshire, 
last June but arrived just after 
it ended. 

They were caught after their 
car was stopped and found to 
have no insurance. 

This case comes just two 
weeks after it was heard that 
four men from Luton who 


planned to bomb the TA cen¬ 
tre on Marsh Road, had also 
discussed attacking the EDL. 
Speaking this week, Tommy 
Robinson said: “Of course it is 
worrying. I have a family, I 
have a wife and three kids to 
protect and keep safe. 

“However, that doesn’t mean 
that I have any plans to stop 
doing what I am doing. 

“People need to talk about 
these issues and be more open 
about what is going on.” 

The six men from the West 
Midlands are due to be sen¬ 
tenced on Thursday, June 6.

Richard Howitt said: “The 
community told me of their 
fears that bomb attacks in 
Pakistan may affect the forth¬ 
coming election and I was 
able to thank them for their 
good wishes. 

“Family and friends con¬ 
nected to different parties in 
Pakistan were united. They all 
wanted to see a fair outcome 
to the elections and further 
building of democracy.”

DIVORCE 

A couple can only start divorce proceedings if they have been married for more than one year. 

For divorce to be granted you must be able to prove that your marriage has irretrievably broken 
down. In order to prove this, you must rely upon one of the following facts: that your spouse has 
committed adultery and you find it intolerable to live with them; that your spouse has behaved 
in such a way that you cannot reasonably be expected to live with them; that your spouse has 
deserted you for a period of at least 2 years; that you and your spouse have been separated for 
at least two years and your spouse consents to the divorce; or that you and your spouse have 
lived apart for at least 5 years. If both parties consent to the divorce then it can usually proceed 
undefended however if your spouse will not agree to the divorce then it may become defended. 

In either case you should consult a solicitor for advice and support. 

PRE-NUPTIAL 

When planning to marry or enter into a civil partnership, a pre-nuptial agreement is something 
worth considering depending on your circumstances. A pre-nuptial agreement sets out what you 
and your future spouse or civil partner agree should happen in relation to your finances if your 
relationship breaks down and you separate. Pre-nuptial agreements are now much more common 
but are not yet legally binding. However, the courts do take them into consideration, providing that 
there have been no significant events such as the birth of children or serious illness. 

CHILD MAINTENANCE 

When a couple who have children separate, the absent parent is usually required to pay child 
maintenance to the parent with care. The sum that is payable will vary depending upon the absent 
parent’s income, the number of children and the number of nights that the child/children spend with 
the absent parent. The Child Support Agency (CSA), or the Child Maintenance Service (CMS) for 
some new cases, will assess the amount of money which the absent parent should pay towards 
the upkeep of his or her child/children. If you contact a solicitor they will be able to provide you 
with an indication of the amount that you may receive.

Lisa de la Salle, pictured, began to play 
piano at the age of four.

She made her debut at 13 at the Louvre and, 
by the age of 16, had already won First Prize 
in both the 2004 Young Concert Artists 
International Auditions in New York and the 
2003 European Young Concert Artists 
Auditions in Paris.

“AT every point” says actor 
Max Bennett, “the audience 
knows more than any of the 
characters onstage. If you 
want to have a good laugh, 
this is the show for you.” 

Max is playing Greg, in love 
but out of touch, in this pro¬ 
duction of Alan Ayckbourn’s 
Relatively Speaking. 

“It’s the play in which 
Ayckbourn truly became the 
comedy playwright we now 
know and love,” he says. “It’s 
escapist madness but there 
are still plenty of recognisably 
uncomfortable situations.”

LARGING IT 

The Fiat 500L isn't going to command the column 
inches of its city car forebear but it might just be a more 
relevant vehicle for many more potential customers. 

It also offers something a little different from the usual boring supermini- 
MPV norm with an interior that retains a certain sense of occasion. 

The exterior lines are largely dictated by the car's role, and while Fiat has 
done its best to integrate 500 design cues into them, not everyone will 
like the end result. 

That's a relatively minor grouse though. The interior probably works 
a good deal better than the exterior treatment. The huge glass area 
gives the cabin a light, airy feel and the fascia looks classy with a 
touch screen infotainment system, big dials and chunky controls. 

It's reasonably practical too, the key benefit being the sliding rear 
seats. Whizz them forward and there's still a reasonable amount of 
leg room and three can sit on the rear bench in acceptable comfort as 
long as they're not of linebacker dimensions. The 414-litre square 
boot features side cubbies, a three-position floor and 
pop-out bag holders. The rear seats can tumble forwards while if you 
need to take really long loads., you'll find the front passenger seat 
back can also fold flat. Fiat claims there are no fewer than 22 different 
storage spaces dotted about the car. 

The rest of the 500L package measures up, with the diesel engine 
looking the pick of the bunch if you want a bit of poke and to keep a 
cap on day to day running costs. The 500L might be unoriginal, it's 
certainly not pretty and it might even be accused of being opportunist, 
but out of these unpromising ingredients has emerged a surprisingly 
credible car.

The side who could 
not be conquered

THE LIST of “Invincibles” across football’s 
brilliant and blotchy past is unsurprisingly 
modest due to the size of the feat achieved. 

From the potent Preston North End side that 
dominated the late 19th century to Arsene 
Wenger’s assassins of the new millennium, a 
blemish-free league campaign has been 
acknowledged for its greatness in every era of 
the English game. 

For any team to sustain the colossal strength 
and impenetrability to prevent their rivals top¬ 
pling them at any point of the season is a phe¬ 
nomenal accomplishment. Just ask Dunstable 
Town. 

Last Saturday’s 2-0 home execution of 
Hatfield Town was perhaps not quite the result 
that such a perfect season deserved to end on, 
however it was still enough to rubber-stamp 
this side’s spot in history. 

With 36 wins and six draws over the course of 
their 42-game Spartan South Midlands Premier 
campaign, Dunstable cantered to league glory 
by a gigantic 20-point margin and produced 
the defining moment of their brief but hugely 
successful 15-year history. 

The rebirth of the South Bedfordshire club in 
1998 after years on the scrap heap was helped 
in part by then joint managers Darren Croft 
and Paul Reeves and their influence had an 
immediate effect. 

Within sixyears, Town had achieved four pro¬ 
motions and sat proudly in the Southern 
Premier. Not bad for a side yet to celebrate its 
10th birthday, eh? 

Nevertheless two relegations later and the 
club had drifted off course. 

Croft and Reeves had taken a back seat at the 
club and the good times seemed to have van¬ 
ished as quickly as they began. 

Cue the £3million Creasey Park redevelop¬ 
ment in 2010 and the managerial return of the 
dynamic duo, culminating in this season’s epic 
unbeaten run. 

“It is quite simple really,” said Croft. 
“Everything has just come together at the right 
time. 

“The club is working together both on and off 
the field and we have used our experience to 
create what I would call the best group of play¬ 
ers we have ever had.” 

Reeves was quick to agree but acknowledged 
the part last season’s heartache had played in 
their robustness this time around. 

“Most of the lads that have got us up this sea¬ 
son were here last year as well and it was tough 
for us not going up,” said Reeves. 

“To finish second with only one team being 
promoted was a bitter pill to swallow but we 
have bounced back magnificently.” 

The stress and inevitable clash of opinions 
within a joint managerial relationship points 
to a hard slog for creating success. 

Nevertheless, Croft believes the pair’s long¬ 
term friendship and passion for Dunstable 
Town has been a catalyst for their on-the-field 
success and maintains that himself and Reeves 
are always “singing from the same hymn 
book.” 

As is the harmony of their working and per¬ 


sonal relationship, both were in no doubt of 
their defining moments of the season. 

“Going to St Margaretsbury in early February 
and winning 6-0,” agreed the pair. 

Reeves added: “They were only four points 
behind us at the time and we had not played a 
game in the league for about a month because 
of the awful weather conditions so to go there 
and beat them so convincingly was a proud 
moment.” 

On that brisk night in Hertfordshire, Blues’ 
hitman Lee Roache hit a brace either side of 
half-time to send Town on their way. 

The former Barnet striker eventually netted a 
record 55 times in 56 matches last season, 
eclipsing former Chelsea legend Kerry Dixon’s 
52-goal haul in the 1979-80 season and Roache 
was ecstatic to take the prestigious mantle. 

“It is a great achievement of course but it a 
team game after all,” said Roache. 

“We just have a fantastic group of boys here in 
all positions and areas so credit has to go to 
everyone.” 

The 29-year-old is hopeful of helping to 


power Town towards Southern Premier Central 
glory next season after 80 goals in 81 games in 
a two-season spell and Croft and Reeves are 
desperate to keep hold of the red-hot striker as 
they look to bring the success of the early 2000s 
back to Creasey Park. 

“If we can keep improving then I believe we 
can get a lot more people coming through the 
turnstiles,” said Croft. 

“We have a great infrastructure here but we 
will take it one step at a time.” 

Reeves added that the club would look to be 
competitive again next season. 

“We will be going up to the next level looking 
to do as well as we can,” he said. 

Perhaps they can even better Arsenal’s 
49-game unbeaten run and be crowned 
“Invincibles of the Invincibles”...? 

A team that has housed legends such as the 
aforementioned Dixon, George Best and err... 
TV presenter Bradley Walsh is re-writing 
another chapter into the town’s fabled football¬ 
ing legacy. As you said though, Darren? It’s a 
simple old game...

LUTON are aiming for glory in 
the East Midlands Senior cup 
final on Wednesday - but their 
backs coach Nick Rhodes reck¬ 
ons opponents Ampthill have 
the potential to put a three fig¬ 
ure score on the board. 

The clash at Bedford Blues’ 
home of Goldington Road sees 
Ampthill, who won the National 
Three Midlands league title a 
fortnight ago, just 80 minutes 
away from a double.

Luton skipper Steve Ellis is 
also looking forward to the 
chance of getting his hands on 
some silverware. 

“We’ll be keeping a strong 


defence, we’ll be looking to fin¬ 
ish clinically and we’ll work 
hard for each other,” he said. 

“We will be bringing our usual 
passion and flair, with plenty of 
determination.” 

Ampthill’s Director of Rugby 
Mark Lavery confirmed that 
they would be putting out a full 
strength side, but didn’t agree 
with Rhodes’ assessment 
regarding the disparity between 
the two clubs. 

“They’ve been top dogs locally 
for a long time and now I guess 
it’s us,” he said. 

“This is not a time for political 
correctness, it’s a local derby 
and we’re going to get stuck 
right in with everything we’ve 
got, make no mistake.” 

Meanwhile, Stockwood Park 
take on Biggleswade today in 
the Bedfordshire County Cup 
Final at Luton’s London Road. 

Stockwood are aiming for a 
fourth county title in five years 
in a repeat of the 2011 final.
